An Office Action was mailed in the above-captioned application on June 12, 2007, a 
response was filed on December 12, 2007 and a "Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent 
Applications containing Nucleotide Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures" 
(referred to herein as "Notice to Comply") was mailed on January 24, 2008. This document is 
submitted in response to said Notice to Comply. Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Sequence Listing filed with the application be replaced with the electronic copy of Sequence 
Listing included with this document submitted under 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(e). 

In said Notice to Comply the Examiner noted that the newly submitted claims contain a 
new nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 391, which was not included in the sequence listing 
as filed. As detailed in the Amendment and Remarks document filed on December 12, 2007, 
Applicant maintains that the new nucleic acid sequence SEQ ID NO: 391 set forth in new claims 
75, 81 and 87 is fully supported by the instant Specification. More specifically, SEQ ID NO: 
391 is supported by Examples 27 and 34 (pages 65-66 and 72), which describes the post-SELEX 
synthesis of 2'-OMe modified nucleic acid ligands. As described in Example 34 "up to 15 
positions may be substituted with only slight loses in affinity." 

On this basis, Applicant takes the position that the sequence listing submitted herein 
contains no new matter (37 C.F.R. § 1.821(g)).
